If Hongkong exports two cases of

. tween turns. ° 

At 6 p.m. they were ult set for the 
opening scene, but, because the stage 
‘was not yet ready, found themselves 
compelled to cluster in thelr attrac- 
five, but abbreviated costumes about 
the open door of the stage. “It was 
‘a show which drew the usual gaping 
Chinese crowd; the Janeway was boon 
jammed and heads peered over bulld- 
ing parapets 70 fect above; and 60 it 

“remained until, Indian policemen 
appeared on the scene. 

Inalde, os the passing of the minutcs 
made the opening Inter and later, 
artists and Chinese bays worked 
teverishly to get the theusand fittings 
necded for the show into place.

to make such a survey, but any 
really comprehensive survey, in the 
absence of a-trained and equipped 
counting-sorting, staff, has, I think 
always been ruled? out of the sphere 
of practical possibilities on the score 
of time and expense.” s 

The solution to this diMculty, says 
Mr, Kelvin-Stark, Hes in methods 
of rapid sifting and enumeration. 
He opposes the use of electrical 
sorting’ and counting machines on 
several ‘rounds; his final objection 
being “that a mwchine js a bottle 
neck; all the returns have to pass 
through it, nnd if there is any delay 
at any stage before the returns come 
out of the machine the whole proccss 
is held up.” 

Ne adds: “There are, ‘however, 
methods of sorting ‘which are even 
more rapid than machine sorting, 
and I think that mcthods of counting 
ean be devised which’ . will prove 
almost as rapid as machine counting. 
It this proves to be the case in 
practice it ts hoped that our sfatis- 


-tlenl office will be able to make usc 


of sorting-counting equipment at a 
negligible cost as eflicient as the 
more expensive electric installations. 
If the experiment prove successful it 
should simplity the 1941 census con- 
siderably.” : 


Statistical Gazctte 

Concerning the publication of a 
perlodical government statistical 
nazette, Mr. Kelvin-Starle states that 
if such a gazctte came Into being it 
might be possible to present at Jeast 
some of the statistics in a more 
digestible form than is usual with 
government statistics; so that, while 
preserving details for anyone who 

ght-- be interested,---the--gazette 
could enable emphasis to be placed 
on matters of real importance. 

In further support of his recom- 
mendations, he adds.— "Statistics 
generally are Hable to get out of 
hand, The enthusiasm of statistical 
departments in almost every govern- 
ment tends, I think, to ran away 
wlth their sense of proportion, and 
the result is that economic statistics 
are produced in such detail that 
thelr publication ceases to be an 
economic proposition, and social 


} statistics are produced with an energy 


that might be better employed In 
Improving social conditlons. S 

“In Hongkong the production of 
unnecessary sintistics is to some 
extent forced upon us by the Home 
Government, the League of Nations, 
and other bodies, but the danger still 
remains that our purely domestic 
statistics may get out of hand. For 
this reason I am Inclined to suggest 
that a statistical advisory committce, 
comprising perhaps representatives 
from Government and public of the 
economic and social sides, might be 
of valuc. . ‘ 

“Such a committee would, I thinlc, 
ree the general valuc of statistics 
In a wider perspective than would 
be possible for the officer in charge 
of the statistical office.”

Particulars Of Army’s 
New Scheme 


Information regarding the OfMicera 
Emergency Reserve -was released by 
the Military Authoritica yesterday. 
The communique states: 


It is intended to Institute an 
Officers’ Emergency Reserve _in the 
Colony in order to provide a Reserve 
of Officers consisting of: 

Gentlemen between the ages of 25 
and 55 years of age with technical, 
academic or other special qualifica- 
tlons but who have had little or no 
previous military experience. 

Gentlemen .who, although possess- 
ing previous military experience, are 
unable. to. join. the HIGV.D.C,, in 
order that such gentlemen may, if 
they so wish, give an honourable 
undertaking to present themselves 
for Milltary Service !f and when 
called upon to do so in an emergency. 

‘Thelr names, addresses and quali- 
fications will be registered for this 
purpose, me 

Applicants must be between the 
ages of 25 and 55 ycars. On attain- 
Ing the latter age they will normally 
be removed from the register. 

Each applicant will be medically 
examined free of charge under 
arrangements which will be notified 
Inter by Chinn Command Hendquar- 


ters, seg 
> ‘Medical Examination 


A medical certificate from a regis- 
tered civil practitioner will’ be ace 
cepted in lieu but no fee Is payable 
from Army‘Funds in respect of such 
examination. ; 

Cases With a doubtful medical his- 
tory. or suffering from a sabllity 
liable to be aggravated by service 
will not be accepted. : 

Applicants must be British 'Sub- 
jects, 
and of pure European descent.' 

Qualified medical practitioncrs will 
be accepted for service with the 
R-A.M.C, provided they are regis- 
{ered under the Medical Acts in 
force in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. A number of genticmen 
have olready signified their willing- 
ness to serve In. the event of an 
emergency and have been registered 
at these Headquartres. It is desirable 
that-they should, if agreeable, re- 
register under the present scheme.
